Scheduled to 
answer your questions on 
school discipline, work habits 
and the teaching of reading 
and spelling are Miss Anna 
Davis, head of the Guidance 
and Counseling department in 
Pasadena; Dr. S. Shanner of 
the California Test Bureau; 
Mrs. Mathilda Laughlin, vice¬ 
principal of Sierra Mesa school 
and Dr. Norman Davidson, Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology 
chemist and father of four 
children. 


Two actions of the City Council at its meeting Wednesday. 
Oct. 13, brought to a conclusion subjects which have been delayed 
by debate and careful consideration for many months. 

Authorization of the purchase of a new fire engine at a cost 
of approximately $29,000 and the awarding of a contract for the 
new library building at a cost of $60,015, brought applause from 
representatives of the Volunteer Fire Department and members 
of the library board who were present. 

Purchase of the 1250-gallon 
capacity pumper from the 
Crown Coach and Body Corp. 
was made after long delibera¬ 
tion on the part of the Coun¬ 
cil in its effort to provide the 
City with a piece of equipment 
especially suited to Sierra Ma- 
dre’s narrow streets and sharp 
turns. 

Pool Action Deferred 

Action on the pool ordinance 
was deferred at the meeting 
due to the absence of Council¬ 
man Charles James who has 
questioned certain portions of 
the proposed ordinance which 
provides for the erection of a 
fence or wall around all pools 
in Sierra Madre. 

A new angle was introduced 
in the pool controversy when 
representatives of manufactur¬ 
ers of other safety devices told 
the Council that 75 per cent of 
all drowning occurs in walled 
or fenced pools. Other suggest¬ 
ed protective measures were 
covers and alarm systems. 

Councilman Roberts said, 
“This is one of the most con¬ 
troversial subjects in Southern 
California today. Only two 
cities, Arcadia and Monterey 
Park, to d^te have ordinances 
making mandatory the fencing 
of pools." 

It is understood by The NEWS 
that at present the City of 
Whitier is considering the adop- 
ion of such an ordinance. 

Interest in the unprotected 
pool situation developed this 
fall when parents and members 
of the PTA became alarmed 
over the presence of a unpro¬ 
tected pool adjacent to the new 
Sierra Mesa school, Highland 
and Canon, and patrolled the 
area in the vicinity of the 
school.

City Signs For 
Storm Warning 
Information 


One more step in providing 
protective measures against 
flood dangers was taken at the 
City Council meeting Wednes¬ 
day, Oct. 13, when Council 
members subscribed to the 
North American Weather Con¬ 
sultants service. The $50 a 
month cost of the service will 
give the City an hourly weather 
report when necessary, pin¬ 
pointing the exact location and 
the intensity of rain. 

The new service \vill start 
Nov. 1 and will continue for 
the duration of the rainy sea¬ 
son. This bureau which also 
serves the Los Angeles County 
Flood Control District, not only 
submits reports hourly or less 
than hourly on the quantity of 
rain to be expected in any lo¬ 
cal area, but also estimates the 
length of the storm with 24- 
hour coverage during the rainy 
season. 

“Last year one of the main 
problems concerned the time of 
rainfall and the amount to be 
expected. The new service will 
eliminate any guesswork. It is 
possible for the North Ameri¬ 
can consultants to predict the 
intensity and time of rainfall, 
pinpointing their information to 
small areas such as an indi-

Reasons For Popularity of 
Nursery School Handbook Told 


By MARJORIE PARKER 

Years of practical experience, 
a pinch of shrewd psychology 
and an abiding affection com¬ 
bine to make our local "Nursery 
School Handbook,” written by 
Marjorie M. Green and Dr. 
Elizabeth L. Woods, a sort of 
best seller in its professional 
field. Mrs. Green, as many 
gratefully know, has been di¬ 
rector of the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Nursery school since its 
inception. 

There used to be a concept 
(which still lurks around an 
occasional ultra-conservative 
corner) that a nursery school 
was where many abandoned 
small fry got “A” in sandpile 
while their restless mothers 
were free for “greater things” 
than motherhood. ’Tain’t so. 

Pre-school education today 
means the “cooperation of par¬ 
ents and teachers in providing 
the best possible environment 
jtor the growth and develop¬ 
ment of young children.” It is 
for a widening of learning 


areas, physical, mental and so¬ 
cial, that the nursery school is 
recommended as a supplement 
to the home. 

So the nursery school is here 
to stay, to meet a community 
need on a national scale, and 
it behooves ail of us to be con¬ 
cerned that such influential 
training grounds are run as 
well as is humanly possible. 

When you have finished 
reading the Handbook you will 
feel the sense of responsibility, 
thoughtful guidance and hon¬ 
est love for children that must 
go into any nursery school op¬ 
eration to make it worth its ex. 
istence. It is these character¬ 
istics, that are, p.erhaps, the 
greatest value of the book, the 
reason why it is now in its fifth 
printing and why large orders 
for copies come in from public 
school systems, colleges, 
churches and libraries across 
the country. 

Technically the book is a 
guide for those who wish to 


start a cooperative nursery 
school such as we have had 
the good fortune to enjoy here 
in Sierra Madre for seven 
years. Not a detail is lacking 
in the method of organizing, 
the physical set-up required 
and the types of program prov¬ 
en most successful. 

But the nub of the book lies 
in the wise observations on 
human relationships. Concern 
for the child comes first, but 
running a close second is the 
understanding that mothers, 
too, need a helping hand to¬ 
ward greater maturity. 

As Sierra Madreans we can 
be proud that we have a 
healthy example of a good com¬ 
munity nursery school and that 
its director is a person of 
warmth as well as objectivity. 
It is quite possible that Sierra 
Madre will become known, not 
just for its wistaria, its fire and 
flood, but as a proving ground 
for wise ways to help children 
grow.

have voted for them. This will 
be the first time in 40 years 
that California candidates will 
be clearly labeled, Dem. for 
Democrat, Rep. for Republican, 
and it will be interesting to see 
what difference that will make.

Attorney Noren Eaton, for¬ 
mer City Councilman, was the 
featured speaker at the Ki- 
vvanis luncheon meeting Tues¬ 
day in a program arranged by 
Dr. Dan D’Arcy, with Kiwanis 
president, David Allen, presid¬ 
ing. 

Eaton, who spoke on the sub¬ 
ject of the coming elections, 
gave a brief summary of the 
20 propositions and proposed 
laws to be put before the peo¬ 
ple Nov. 2. Warning against 
the danger of relying on “can¬ 
ned opinions,” Eaton advised 
that every voter should form 
his own judgment lest he be 
led into voting against him¬ 
self. 

At the Kiwanis meeting last 
week Henry Meyer, who is cam¬ 
paign director for the Arcadia 
Community hospital, described 
the efforts being made to col¬ 
lect funds to build the hos¬ 
pital on property already pur¬ 
chased for that purpose near 
Arcadia's City Hall. Thru the 
Hall-Burton Act the U. S. gov¬ 
ernment has agreed to contrib¬ 
ute $581,000 to its construction. 
Two million dollars more is re¬ 
quired. 

The hospital, which would 
serve Sierra Madre and other 
communities in this area, would 
be pledged to operate on a 
non-profit basis, offering 24- 
hour service to all who come to 
its doors, regardless of race or 
creed.
